OLYMPIC silver medallist Gemma 
Gibbons got a hero’s welcome 
back at Metro Judo Club, and told 
youngsters how shy she was when 
she started at the age of six. 

“I was a bit overwhelmed by it all but 
I’ve managed to come a long way from 
there,” she said. “I really started to 
enjoy it after a couple of sessions and 
I’ve loved it ever since. 

“I dreamed about something like this 
from about the age of 11 because it was 
an Olympic sport and you dreamed of 
being an Olympian. Now I’m so happy 
that it’s all come true.” 

Gemma was back at the royal borough 
funded dojo at Thomas Tallis school 
which is now home to Metro, just two 
weeks after millions saw her mouthed 
tribute to her late mum Jeanette when 
she reached the final at the ExCel 
Centre. “I was happy that I did it for 
her and also for myself,” she said. “The 
kids today were really excited and they 
are part of it, this is my club and this 
medal goes to a lot of people. My next 
main goal is the gold in Rio.” 

Both Gemma and Metro head coach 
Mick Murphy said she would not 
have made it without the support of 
Greenwich Starting Blocks, the charity 
set up to help local elite athletes follow 
their dreams. 

Leader of the royal borough, Chris 
Roberts said: “When we won the bid for 
London we decided to set up a charity 
and identify young talent with the 
potential to go to the Olympic Games. 
We were able to give support where it 
was needed, especially when athletes 
were injured or had lost their funding. 

“We’re very proud of the success of 
Gemma, Zoe Smith and Tosin Oke. 
Now we’ve got Andy Barrow going for 
a medal in the wheelchair rugby.” 

Starting Blocks trustees will also be 
meeting this week to discuss new ways 
of supporting athletes ahead of the 



2016 Games in Rio. Cllr Roberts 
“The biggest percentage of medals are 
still being won by a small percentage 
of the population and we’re sure there 
has been talent missing out because of 
their backgrounds. 

“We intend to make sure that no-one 
locally fails to reach their potential 
through lack of support.” 

Ten-year-old yellow belt Katie Lovkin 
travelled to the Metro club to meet 
Gemma and see her silver medal. She 
said: “I’ve done six competitions and 
won five medals. Judo makes me happy 
and I’d like to be like Gemma one day.”

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A FORMER factory is being 
turned into a new university 
technical college where 
young people can follow 
courses in engineering and 
construction. 

Work on the former Siemens 
factory on Woolwich Road is 
set to begin this month with 
the college opening its doors 
to the first intake of students 
next September. 

The new UTC will provide 
places for 600 pupils aged 
14 to 19 who would like to 
follow careers in engineering 
or construction, including 
transport and new “green” 
technologies, along with 
traditional GCSEs, A-levels 
and other courses.

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THE post-Olympic blues may have 
set in for many of us, but it’s just 
a week before the excitement 
is cranked up again and the 
Paralympics begin. 

The cauldron at the Olympic Park is 
lit at the opening ceremony on August 
29, by a torch that will have travelled 
from the four corners of the UK. 

The torch relay reaches London 
earlier in the day and travels through 
Greenwich in the afternoon. 

The flame enters the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich at 3.44pm on August 29, 
starting at Deptford Church Street 
before turning right onto Creek Road. 

The torch continues along Creek 
Road towards Greenwich town centre, 
turning left onto Greenwich Church 
Street, where the torchbearers will 
head into Cutty Sark Gardens, arriving 
at around 4pm, before departing by 
boat from Greenwich Pier for the Isle 
of Dogs. 

More than 500 torchbearers from 
around the country will have held the 


flame before it arrives at the Olympic 
Park at 10pm. 

Four torches start the journey at 
the highest peaks in England, Wales, 
Scotland and Northern Ireland, 
tomorrow (August 22). 

The flames come together at the 
home of the Paralympics - Stoke 
Mandeville, Buckinghamshire - on 
August 28, where they are joined as 
one for the last leg of the journey into 
London. 

Leaving Stoke Mandeville at 10pm, 
it’s a 24-hour procession to the 
stadium in Stratford for the opening 
ceremony. 

It’s in the same format as the Olympic 
torch relay, with the Paralympic flame- 
carriers coming from all backgrounds 
and walks of life, the only difference 
is that this time they are holding the 
torch in teams of up to five at a time.

A ROYAL borough 
school which was the 
first secondary school 

in the country to win 
an Exceptional Schools 
award, was celebrating 
its A-level exam 

success last Thursday. 

Woolwich Poly received the 
award last month following 
exceptionalOFSTEDreports. 

The quality mark of 
excellence is given to 
outstanding schools by the 
Best Practice Network, a 
group of education experts 
which advises schools. 

A-level results for the school’s 
mixed sixth form showed that 
82% achieved an A*-C grade 
at A-level. Of this, 37% were 
in the very top grades of A*-A 
and 58% achieved A*-B. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member 
for children’s services, 
said: “These achievements 
underline the value of 
excellent leadership and 
teaching in bringing about 
success. These features, 
and the support of the 
local authority, are much 
more important than a 
school’s status, or whether 
or not it is an academy.”

But Rebecca Loudon 
has gone one step 
further by playing TWO characters 
in A Midsummer Night’s Dream at 
Greenwich Theatre later this month. 

Rebecca plays the part of romantic 
lead Helena, as well as male carpenter 
Peta Quince. She told Scene : “I enjoy 
Helena’s vulnerability, she leaves 
herself quite exposed. 

“I’d like to play her without her being 
whiney and annoying - it’s a fine line 
between being vulnerable and being 
quite hard done by and I’m going to try 
and make her humorous and likeable.” 

The actress added: “I’ve enjoyed 
playing Peta Quince - you can go 
anywhere with that character, we’ve 
made him quite hippyish. It’s fun 
making a character from scratch as you 
haven’t got as much scope for silliness 
with the other character I play.” 

The play is one of the Bard’s quirkiest 
creations, which inhabits a world 
halfway between fantasy and reality. 

And in an added twist, the Custom 
Practice theatre company has based 
it half in Shakespeare’s time and half 
in modern times.

September 1. 

“We wanted to do something fun 
that was going to be entertaining and 
comedic for the audience and something 
that would get them involved,” Rebecca 
said.

said. “We think it’s really important 
that people from all different walks of 
life and backgrounds have a chance 
to do the classics and we’re very open 
about giving everyone a chance to play 
whatever part they’re suitable for, 
regardless of their race. 

“Shakespeare can tend to be quite 
a closed shop - people can perceive it 
for only being for white, middle class, 
educated people. We want to show 
that anyone can relate to his work. 
Themes like love, death, war - they’re 
all experiences that we’ve come into 
contact with and anyone can relate to 
those themes.” The show also explores 


the value of children’s outdoor play in 
the modern section. 

“We start the show in a school in a 
detention room. Children are given a 
copy of the play to read and they think 
it’s rubbish and they can’t be bothered. 

“Our adaptation shows that children 
don’t need to be playing on their Xbox 
and Playstation all the time. They 
need something like a good story and 
being active running through the forest 
playing. In our version of the play 
children are going back to their roots 
before we had technology.” 

“The children become part of the 
fantastical, magical world removed 


from a drab classroom and whisked 
away to fairy world.” 

There’s also plenty of comedy in 
the performance. “It’s a really fun 
production, easy to watch. It’s really 
fast, not stiff and restricted and there’s 
no space to get bored. The audience 
should be in hysterics and I want them 
to enjoy it for that.”

Little Top 
big night 

THE canvas flaps were lifted on the circus little 
top to reveal not a troupe of scary clowns or 
dancing horses, but a rather polite bunch of 
musicians playing classical standards. 

There was no clowning around - it was all soft 
lighting, candles on tables, vases of flowers 
and the genteel strains of the Orchestra of 
the Age of Enlightenment at the Greenwich 
Summer Festival. 

It was a refreshing setting, completely 
shedding the stuffy and high-collared image 
that orchestras are often associated with. 
The quintet started with a couple of Mozart's 
greatest hits - note-perfect of course, with 
every chord flowing meticulously from thin 
fingertips. 

The show was part of the summer festival 
at the Old Royal Naval College, and the men's 
200 metre finals were taking place on the big 
screen outside. But even the rowdy cheers 
for Usain Bolt's inevitable triumph failed to 
drown out the assertive hum inside, which was 
watched by an intimate crowd of no more than 
50 people. 

Double bass player Chi Chi even got into 
the competitive spirit by cheekily playing an 
excerpt from Chariots of Fire. Cue a relay of 
knowing titters.

The keyword in this band was'team'- the five 
worked fantastically well together, keeping 
involved with each other through smiles, 
eye-contact and gestures. 

Showing that they were pleased with their 
performance and enjoying themselves fed in 
symbiosis to the audience. 

After the break, the next score was 
enchanting, mellow and thought-provoking 
in its pace. The musicians were relaxed in their 
approach but still kept incredibly focused and 
tuned into their efforts. 

Composer Vanhal followed in the second 
piece with bass player Chi Chi being 
accompanied by two comrades on violin. She 
was the Queen of Hearts with her detailed 
approach to playing, and she seemed to be 
running the show with the rest of the ensemble 
following her lead. The changes in tone and 
speed kept up the interest. 

And one of the most compelling numbers 
sailed away from the classical bedrock of the 
set and into folk territory, with the viola like a 
fiddle plucked almost like a banjo. 

The only blot on the landscape was the 
plastic cynicism of the compere which seemed 
at odds with what was otherwise an elegant 
foray. But the group have been touring pubs, 
and the MC's clunky banter might have worked 
better in that context. 

The set finished with all the applause the 
virtuoso musicians deserved. It was a great 
introduction to classical music, which flashed 
by faster than a Jamaican relay team at the 
Olympics. 8/10 GL

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 
If you’re not, register an application on line at 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk 


Find your applicant number 

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme. You’ll need that number and 
the reference number of the property you’re after, which will be on 
the advert.

You can bid for properties advertised as 
Affordable Housing in exactly the same way 
as for other advertised properties. If you are 
successful the housing association may want to 
check you have enough income to pay the higher 
rent, whether you are working or on benefits. If 
you are currently a housing association tenant the 
rent you pay on your present home will not be 
affected by this change. 

Fixed term tenancies 

You will also notice that the tenancies for 
Affordable Housing and some other housing 
association properties may now be for a shorter 
period than the present lifetime tenancies offered 
by housing associations. The phrase Fixed term 
tenancy will be used in the adverts to identify 
these properties. The tenancy details will be 
explained to you if you are successful when you 
view the property. 

Please think about these changes when 
bidding for an Affordable housing 
property and make sure you can afford 
the home that you choose.
